For some years Iliete has been he:mi lotid complaint against 


the billboard, for the reason thai Ibis form of advertising has 
been carried in many instances lo such an extreme as to offend 
the public taste and sense of propriety. There is hardly a 
community, large or small, that is not" afflicted by billboard 
advertisements so gigantic and glaring as to detract seriously 
from the appearance of towns, streets anil highways, thereby 
constituting what is nothing short of a public nuisance. 


There is a call for the elimination of this sort of thing, but 


•just how this is to be brought about is a' question not'easilj 


solved. 
To educate advertisers away from the practice ap- 


pears to be impossible. 
With them it is a matter of business, 


and (here are comparatively few who in these days are pre- 
pared to mix business witir.senlimenl. 
Business-is given the 


right of way and if there are those who are disturbed by any 
feature of it, so much the worse for them. 
This applies to 


many things besides bill board advertising. 


Consequently there is lit lie probability t h a t (his sort of 


advertising will 'be done away will) by appeals 16 sentiment 
and public spirit. 
And it is difficult to see how it can justly 


be done away with by law. A man lias Hie light lo do what 
be will with his own so long as he does not trespass on the 
rights of others, and Ihe fact that a billboard is offensive to 
some eyes does not deprive.a man of the right lo erect one on 
his premises if he sees lit. 
A law mighl be passed depriving 


him of this right, but il would hardly be a just law. 
It would 


smack too strongly of legislation for (lie benefit of one class 
til the expense of another. 


The billboard is a business proposition. 
II is used for the 


promotion of business, and if there is lo be a movement 
against it perhaps it would be well to place that on a purely 
business basis. This could be done by means of the boycott, 
not a genteel weapon, but an effective one. 
If any community 


were lo persistently refuse lo buy goods advertised on offen- 
sive billboards, plainly lelling the advertisers why, Hie chances 
are Ihal Ihe boards would come down in a h-urry. 
There 


would be nothing dishonorable in this course, and il is quite 
possible thai (he boycoll may yel prove lo be Ihe remedy for' 
an evil which olber means have failed to remove. 
Billboar 


advertisers would be apt to yield when they found Ihal their 
advertising was checking rather (ban promoting the sale o 
goods.
